¡he Hotel Ambassador, after Présider.;
Samuel L. Gompers and other presi-
ients of international unions had pre-.
.ented arguments that funds paid to
ïank and insurance companies by work¬
ers were being invested in industries
which were foremost in reducing
wages, causing widespread unemploy¬
ment and promoting legislation un¬
favorable to labor. Corporations
jharged with denying labor the right to
;ollective bargaining were declared to
be especially favored by financial insti¬
tutions that flourish on the savings de-
posits of wage earners.
Who is to conduct the investigation

for the American Federation of Labor
and how data are to be obtained from
the banks and insurance companies
was not divulged. It was not said
whether the identity of the investiga¬
tors ever would be divulged.

Dictated by Gompers
Virtually, the order for an investiga-

Mon of financial institutions, together
with an analysis of ail laws under
which corporations operate, was die-1
tated by Mr. Gompers. The president
Dt the largest labor organization in the
world occupies a luxurious suite on the
ninth floor of the iiotel Ambassador.
Hordes of bell-hops and waiters stand
ready to satisfy his every whim as,
garbed in a palm beach suit, he sits in
a. commodious arm-chair and gazes on
the ocean. Ail the hotel employees re¬
member that Mr. Gompers a few days
ago declared it was no longer proper to
be surprised if a workman demanded
ice-cream for lunch and an automobile
to i ide home in.

Secretaries to-day, when Mr, Gompers
gave an order dictating that all the
banks and insurance companies of the
country should be investigated at once.
After he had issued this order it was
promptly approved by the other labor
leaders, who formed the council,
At th« itsef Mr. Gompers said he

wished to affirm that he had no
prejudice against corporations.

''The executive council does not view
the granting of corporate charters for
the advancement of our financial, com¬
mercial arid industrial interests as a
governmental policy that should be
discouraged," said Mr. Gompers.
"To the contrary, it is our firm con-

viction that much good has come to
civilizatii :i by the approval of the
co rative principles fundamentally
underlying the encouragement of cor¬
porate enterprises. Collective enter¬
prise has and does enable gigantic and

ivable of accomplishment by in-jeffort and individual enter¬

prise."
Collective Action Denied

After this preamble Mr. (¡ompcrs
cited various instances of what he
called an abuse of corporate interests
toward labor.

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McCarthy Resigns as U. S.
Marshal, Effective Nov. 1
W. C. Hechl Is Reported as

Slated for Southern Dis¬

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. The resig¬
nation of Thomas D. .McCarthy, United
State.«- Marshal for the Southern Dis¬
trict of New York, has been accepted
by Attorney General Daugherty, ef¬
fective November 1. The action was

taken after a conference here between
the Attorney Orieral and Mr. Mc¬
Carthy, who is a Democrat appointed
under the Wilson Administration. Mr.
Daupherty said to-day that no succes¬

sor had been selected.

William C. Hecht, former Receiver
of Taxes when William A. I'render-
gast was Comptroller, and a former
Deputy United States Marshal under
the late Marshal William A. Henkel, i.^
slated for the post made vacant by the
resignation of Marshal McCarthy, it
was said in well informed circles yes¬
terday.

All Quiet at Logan
Much confusion was occasioned dur-

ing the afternoon by reports from
Williamson, Mingo County, and Welch,
McDowell Couny, that Sheriff Don
Chatin, of Logan County, had sent oui
n hurried call for assistance, and that
forces of the state police and deputies
had been hurried to Logan by auto-
mobile.
As all information reaching govern¬

ment sources from Logan County v.«i¿
to the effect that the situation there
was quiet, this movement of reinforce¬
ments was not explained until it be¬
came known in Welch, after Sheriff
Hatfield and his men had departed 'rom
Logan, that the. march had been broken

up and the men were on their way
heme.
The movement of the .-'«ate police

from Williamson was explained by the
fact that fears were felt in some
quarters that stragglers from the now
disbanded "army'' might remain in
Boone County and the presence of th»
force might be needed there to help
Sheriff Hill and his Ihre«; or four
deputies to clear up the situation.
